BOSTON, Fob. 
11.—Governor Walsh

He announced yesterday to it 
com- 


mittee o( business men headed by John 
J. Martin, president) of the real 'estate 
exchange, that he would recommend to 
Hie .legislature thut the membership of 
the board bo reduced from live to three, 
that Die salary of-tho chairman bo re- 
duced from $15.000 a year to Ji0,000 a 
year, and that tho other two members 
receive salaries of J5000 a year. 


It lias been known since Mr. Walah 


took office that under the proposed 
reorganization, or otherwise. Chairman 
Bancroft would not be reappointcd. The 
announcement coming at this time that 
Mr. Bancroft will retire in June, there- 
fore, had been taken for granted, be- 
cause of. the well-known vlewa of the 
governor on bis reappointme'nt.
